The state convention of the Ohio Firemen's Protective Associ- 


ation, which comes to a close today, was not a success in point of 
attendance. In fact it was a most decided failure, there being at 
no time more than eight or ten delegates present. Ordinarily there_ 
are from 150 to 200 delegates, in addition to a number of 
wiv-js 


and relatives of the delegates, present at these 
gatherings, 
but 


someway this years' convention seemed to have struck a snag and 
Portsmouth, by unlucky fate, .was the scene of the probable demise 
of the organization. 
; 


We are sorry that there were not more of the firemen of the 


state in attendance. Elaborate plans for entertainment had 
been 


made and we are quite sure that the visitors would have 
goivi 


away with a high opinion of Portsmouth as a thriving city and as 
a hospitable host. As it was tli", few who were here 
expressed 


themselves, as delighted with tlrtir treatment and 
carried away 


pleasant impressions of the town and its people. 
. • - . , . . 


This organization which held such a slim convention, 
was 


primarily one to advance certain legislative and other interests of 
the firemen themselves. They were active before two or three leg 
islatures in efforts to secure special legislation for th-air own in- 
terests. It may be that the impelling motives have been attained or 
that they seem impossible of attainment, and that 
the 
members 


have lost interest. Or it may be that other recent 
conventions 


had more attraction. Certain it is that the delegates failed 
to 


show up here. 


We sympathize with Fire Cliief McOuat in his dilemma. He 


had anticipated 
a good sized attendance and had many 
assur- 


ances as foundation for that belief. Enthusiastic himself, he had 
'worked early and late in an effort to perfect proper plans of en- 
tertainment. He had personally solicited funds and so far as he 
was concerned, he had done his pa.rt. 
The delegates and mem- 


bers failed to do their part and thereby Chief McOuat and his lo- 
cal assistants were placed in a most embarrassing position. 


This brings up the whole matter of providing for the .enter- 


tainment of conventions. 
It should be a matter entirely in the 


hands of a committee of the beard of trade. 
There should be a 


fund set aside for such purposes, and if the board of trade, when 
approached, considers it advisnide to extend an invitation to any 
organization, then the Board 
should take charge of the 
affair, 


properly herald it abroad, anil care for the visitors when 
they 


come. Persons who invite conventions to 
Portsmouth, 
without 


the previous sanction of the Bo.u'ci of Trade, of course would have 
the privilege of doing so upon their own responsibility and would 
have to care for the visitors themselves. In this way we. would get 
orderly procedure, we would get conventions' that meant 
some- 


thing, and we would care for them in the proper manner, with a 
minimum of trouble and expense. That is the way it is done in 
other cities and that is the way it should be done in Portsmouth.

The only real event of .the day 


•was the killing of a baia eagle by 
myself, with a 22 automatic rifle', 
off hand at about 125 yards. The 
eagle was perched on the top of 
a dead tree; high upon the moun- 
tain side when I shot. We heard 
the bullet strike 
and saw the 


great bird spread its wing and 
float down and out.over the lake, 
a distance of about 300 yards, 
and-then-swing back towards the 
shore in a great, sweeping curve, 
getting lower all the time until 
it was almost touching the water 
•when it reached the shore. AVe 
saw that it was in trouble as it 
disappeared, flying quite low, 
around a point of the lake shore. 
We followed and found it on the 
rocks at the edge of the water, 
unable to rise but requiring an- 
other shot before it • eould 
be 


picked up. It was full fledged 
with white head and tail and 
measured eighty-five inches from 
tip to tip of its spread wings. Its 
•white feathers were bloody, but 
we washed them off immediately 
in the cold water, as cold water 
is the only thing to take the statn 


of fresh blood from white fur or 
feathers. We then wrapped it up 
carefully and; took it to camp, 
where Bruce skinned it in good 
shape, using the surgical instru- 
ments which I had Ill-ought along 
for more serious business. 
The 


skinning job was a good one and 
tlie eagle is'now mounted 
and 


hangs on the walls of the First 
National Bank of Portsmouth. 


Between the fourth and eighth 


of October, aud while we were 
waiting for the mountains to be- 
come "clear of snow so that 
we 


ioiild hunt goats on the pinnacles, 
,vc had two days out of four of 
reasonably 
good hunting. 
On 


both of them Bruce and I went to- 
gether. The first trip out we 
struck the .trails of several white 
tail deer, within about 500 yards 
of camp, and, after selecting the 
freshest, proceeded to 
follow it 


and play the old game of hide and 
seek among the 
bushes. After 


about two hours of trailing, dur- 
ing which time I was continually 
on the watch to the right and left 
while Bruce watched the trail and 
straight ahead (for it is the habit 
of these deer to he 
continually 


circling about you and watching 
you from the trees and bushes on 
the sides anil they rarely 
go di- 


rectly 
away from yon in 
a 


straight line as do the blaek tail 
deer and the elk), I caught sight 
of a deer, looking at us 
from 


about (iO yards, over the trunk of 
'a fallen tree, and in trying to send 
a hullfct through its body under 
the tree ti'irnk i broke one hind 
leg. The deer ran to my left, aud 
while passing an opening, gave 
me a fair running shot and 
the 


bullet went through both should- 
ers. It was a three-year-old doe 
and in good condition, and Bruce 
and I carried it into camp on a 
pole between us. Of course I took 
the lead and .kept the deer near 
his end of the pole. But I want 
to say right here 
that 
Bruce 


neve.)- shirked work but always 
did more than liis share. He was 
willing to earry this deer all alone 
and if was only on my insistence 
that I help lliui, that he even per- 
mitted-me to carry one end of the 
pole.. 


While so engaged 
a coyote 


crossed onr front and stopped, to 
watch us giving me a fair broad-

I replied that I might at least 
have broken a leg, and 
he an- 


swered that, if I had done so the 
vitality and love of life was so 
strong in a coyote that he would 
have used the broken limb as a 
quirt to drive himself all the fast- 
er. 


That afternoon Bruce and 1 re- 


turned to the same woods where 
we had shot the deer, and found 
several trails freshly made 
by 


elk. 
Here we caught sight of two' 


Indians who did not see us. They 
were following.some elk trails in 
true .Indian style, and the man- 
euvers of those heathens were to 


us quite ridiculous. Their move- 
ments were quick and nearly al- 
ways on the run, dodging first in 
one direction and then m another, 
as though they expected the elk 
to jump up and.ruii and 
they 


to catch him. We laughed. at 
them quite a while to ourselves, 
but as they gradually 
worked 


their way around in our direction 
and we feared they 
might 
get 


sight of us, and in their 
haste 


mistake ns for elk, we called to 
them, whereupon" they 
stopped 


their trailing and appeared as 
foolish and sheepish as children 
caught with their fingers in the 
jelly. 
" 


Quite a number of elk passed 


through the timber that evening, 
but it was too dark-for us to fol- 
low any of them, and we put the 
elk hunt off until morning. That 
night more snow fell and covered 
up the old tracks, yet we were not 
long in finding two freshly made 
trails of apparently large elk. \Ye 
followed the trails for some time, 
and soon learned from the 
way 


the bushes were' torn and the trees 
rubbed that one of the' annuals at 
least was a bull with a good set 


of horns. 
The trail, wound back 


and forth through a heavily tim- 
bered fiat all the forenoon, and 
jnst after lunch it started np the 
mountain where the going was 
heavy and the snow deeper. We 
were tired'and ready to abandon 
it, but on reflection decided that 
this new direction in the trail in- 
dicated that the animals had had 
all they wanted to cat and were 
ready to lie down and, according 
to their habit, they were only 
climbing up a short way in order 
to lie on some elevated spot from 
which they could keep watch over 
their back trail. AVe, therefore, 
decided to devote one more hour 
of toil to their trail. That hour 
was not necessary, for before go- 
ing a quarter of a mile, Bruce, 
who was trailing w-hile 1 watched 
the high places to the right and 
left, saw them—one a cow and 
the other a bull. The bull was ly- 
ing down and I did not see him 
until he started to rise. The dis- 
tant*: was about 80 yards through 
the open timber and up hill. 1 
shot once as the bull raised and 
twice while he ran about. 30 yards 
and fell.

AS TO CONVENTIONS. 


The state convention of the Ohio .Firemen's Protective Associ- 


ation, which comes to a close today, was not a success in point 
of 


attendance. In fact it was a most decided failure, there being at 
no time more than eight or ten delegates piesent. Oidinanly there 
aie from 130 to 200 delegates, in addition to a number of wives 
and relatives of the delegates, present at these gatherings, but 
someway this years' convention seemed to have struck a snag and 
Portsmouth, by unlueky fate, was the scene of the prohable demise 
of the organization. 


We are sorry that there were not more of the firemen of the 


state in attendance. Elaborate plans for entertainment had been 
made and we are quite sure that the visitors would have 
gore 


away with a high opinion of Portsmouth as a thuving city and as 
a hospitable host. As it was tlie few who were here 
expressed 


themselves as delighted with th*»ir treatment and 
carried 
awpy 


pleasant impressions of the town and its people. 


This organization, which helck such a slim convention, 
wa"< 


primarily one to advance certain legislative and other interests of 
the firemen themselves. They were active before two or three leg- 
islatures in efforts to secure special legislation for thMr own in- 
terests. It may be that the impelling motives have been attained or 
that they seem impossible of attainment, and that the members 
have lost interest. ' Or it may be that /other' recent 
conventions 


had more attraction. Certain5 it is that the delegates 
failed to 


show up here. 


We sympathize with Fire Chief McOuat in his dilemma. He 


had anticipated a good sized attendance and had many assur- 
ances as foundation for that belief 
Enthusiastic himself, he had 


\\orked early and late in an effort to] perfect proper plans of en 
lertaminent. He had personally solicited funds and so far as he 
was concerned, lie had done his part 
The delegates and mem- 


bers failed to. do .-their.part and thereby'Chief McOuat and his lo- 
cal assistants were placed in. a nipst embarrassing position. 


This brings up the whole matter of providing for the enter- 


tainment of conventions 
It should be a matter entirely in the 


hands of a committee of the beard of trade: .There should be a- 
fund set aside.for such purposes; and if the'board of trade, when 
approached, considers it advisable to extend an invitation to any 
organization, then the Board 
should take charge of the 
affair, 


properly herald it abroad, and care for the visitors when they 
conic. Persons who invite conventions to Portsmouth, 
without 


the previous sanction of thc^Board of Trade, of course would have 
the privilege of doing so upon their own responsibility and would 
have to care for the-visitors themselves. In this way- we would get 
orderly procedure, we would gtt contentions that meant 
souie- 


thmg, and we would care for them in the proper manner with a 
minimum of trouble and expense. That is the way it is done in 
other cities and that is the way it should be done in Portsmouth.

Then if the convention is a success and our fame as a city is in- 


creased, we can all share the glory through our representative com- 
mercial body; if it is not a success we can all share the burden. 


In the meantime as we said in the beginning, we sympathize 


with Chief McOuat He did his part and it was not his fault that 
the delegates failed to come.

We 
are now informed that we have misread the 
proposed 
amend- 


ment or else we got hold of a wrong copy of it. The real proposal 
says that only such'matters as have 
been rejected twice since 


1912 or any part of such proposal, shall not be again submitted for 
a period of six years. That puts a different aspect on the 
whole 


matter and we fail to grow enthusiastic over it like we did over 
the proposition as we- understood it. It does not reach what we 
thought it did at all, and we want to hear more and learn more 
of tbe proposed amendment before we support it and vote for it.
